Mouse and 


Monster 


CHICAGO, Ill., Aug. 15—The 
platform mountain labored and, 
as was expected, brought forth 

a rights plank 
denounced by 
Northern ex- 
tremists as a 
mouse, and by 
Southern bitter- 
enders as a 
monster which 
would devour 
their way of 
life. 


It was the 
original rights 
plank which produced strategic 
reverberations on the floor, and 
had Chairman Sam Rayburn, an 
expert man with the gavel, busier 
than usual as he sought to con- 
trol and channel the parliamen- 
tary tides which threatened to 
disrupt the convention and bring 
on a Southern revolt. 

The platform, and the rights 
plank as first approved by the 
committee, seemed really to be a 
moderate document which most 
of the delegates, North, South, 
East and West, were accepting. 
It was not exactly what anyone 
wanted, but no platform ever is. 

The extremists, North and 
South, called immediate cau- 
cuses when the plank was re- 
leased. The Harriman organiza- 
tion was actively engaged fh try- 
ing to bring about a floor fight. 


Rights Plank 

The rights plank was a master- 
piece of semantics. It is of more 
than ordinary interest that the 
man most responsible for it was a 
Georgia-born Negro, Congressman 
William Dawson of Chicago. He is 
regarded as a moderate by the 
Negro extremists, and the South- 
erners of extreme view look 
upon him as a dangerous man, 

He took the position that the 
North had to have the plank 
state that the Supreme Court de- 
cision was a part of the law of 
the land. It is, of course, and it 
was not really possible at any 
time to take the unrealistic view 
that the plank could avoid men- 
tioning the court decision. Con- 
gressman Dawson was confident 
his people would go along with 
the Democratic Party so long as 
it stated this was a part of the 
law and called for a steady 
course of action by law. He 
went along on the “no force’ 
sentence in the plank and also 
agreed it should not contain any 
statement calling for implemen- 
tation. 

There are other “rights’’ 
pledges in the platform, espe- 
cially in the field of education 
and of human rights. But, the 
rights plank was the big one. 
It could be read to mean a strong 
recommendation for federal par- 
ticipation by those who wish to 
interpret the words in that man- 
ner. And, for those who look 
for mildness, and ‘‘deliberate 
speed,’’ that, too, was there. 


: 


Masterly Exercise 


It was a masterly exercise in the 
use of words, such as mortal 
eyes seldom see and mortal 
minds seldom fully comprehend. 

In one sentence, it giveth; in 
another it taketh away. The 
phrase, saying the federal gov- 
ernment must act, for example, 
was modified two paragraphs 
later by the sentence rejecting the 
use. of force. 


It was this plank which went 
to the convention at 8 o’clock. 
By 8:30 there were, of course, 
Northern leaders working des- 
perately to persuade the neces- 
sary eleven platform commit- 
tee members to sign and pre- 
sent a minority report which 
would include a sentence call- 
ing for enforcement of the Su- 
preme Court decision without 
force but through all legal 
means. 

About a’half-hour later all the 
prominent officials disappeared 
from the platform. The band 
made music. Singers sang and 
very soon the convention was in 
a confused and disturbed condi- 
tion as delegates began to ques- 
tion one another and as chair- 
men left the floor seeking in- 
formation. Reporters and tele- 
vision men also poured onto the 
floor seeking to know what was 
up. 

In an upstairs room the big 
drama was going on. A com- 
promise would avoid a _ floor 
fight. If there could be none 
the battle would be joined. 


So it was that a smoothly run- 
ning convention was suddenly 
interrupted by the old, old con- 
troversy between North and 
South, and delegates looked to- 
ward a_ session which would 
carry them into the early hours 
of Thursday morning.

LONDON, Aug. 15 (® — The 
United States and Russia were re- 
ported in broad agreement tonight 
that armed force must be ruled 
out in the Suez Canal dispute. 

Secretary of State Dulles con- 
ferred for the first time with So- 
viet Foreign Minister Dmitri Shep- 
ilov. 

Dulles emerged from their 90- 
minute talk satisfied that the So- 
viet Union was ready to join in 
an effort to take the canal dispute 
out of world politics. : 


OPEN MINDED 


Dulles formed the impression 
that the Russian was both open- 
minded and willing to do business 
over the final form of a Suez set- 
tlement at the 22-nation conference 
opening tomorrow. 

Their talk took them no nearer 
firm agreement on what the set- 
tlement will be. But it did clear 
the air and informants said it 
clarified the viewpoints of each. 

They were still split over Presi- 
dent Nasser’s insistence that Egypt 
must operate the canal and limit 
any international role to advice. 


SOUGHT DULLES 


Dulles flew in early today and 
saw British and French leaders 
before meeting the Russian in the 
talk at the U.S. Embassy. Shepi- 
lov asked for the meeting with 
Dulles. 

Informants reported the Western 
Powers reached substantial agree- 
ment on the proposals they in- 
tended to present. 

Egypt’s President Nasser creat- 
ed the issue by nationalizing the 
Suez Canal Co. July 26. A week 
later Britain, France and the Unit-

Grady Hospital Supt. Frank Wilson teamed with po- 


lice and firemen Wednesday 


night to foil threats of a 36- 


year-old city prisoner to leap from the fifth floor of the 


downtown hospital. 
Wilson persuaded the man to 


shake hands with him after about 
two hours of coaxing and, together 
with Police Capt. E. O. Mullen 
and Fire Capt. C. W. Poole, 
pulled him to safety. 


HELD IN STOCKADE 

The man was identified by po- 
lice as Charles R. Walker of 921 
Briarcliff Rd., NE. Officers said 
he was at Grady to be treated for 
lacerations he inflicted on himself 
earlier in the day at the city 
stockade, where he is serving 60 
days for traffic violations. 

Walker, an assembly line work- 
er at the Buick-Oldsmobile-Pon- 
tiac plant in Doraville, was dis- 
covered on the 10-inch-wide ledge 
of the fifth-floor children’s ward 
about 6 p.m. 

He had scaled a five-foot metal 
fence topped by barbed wire and 
stationed himself on the east side 


of the U-shaped fence which sur- 
rounded the children’s play area. 


FAILED TO BUDGE 


He told Ptl. Pete Manders he 
would come down if escorted by 
Atlanta Constitution _photogra- 
phers Hugh Stovall and Tom Al- 
dred, but failed to budge from his 
perch when they arrived. 

During Supt. Wilson’s conver- 
sation with Walker, firemen were 
busy cutting the metal fence 
where it joined the building, and 
lowering it. 

Fire Capt. Poole said the hos- 
pital superintendent talked Walk- 
er into shaking hands and then 


Mullen and Poole grabbed him 
and helped pull him over. 

Walker’s mother, Mrs. Omie 
Blanton, who lives at the same 
address, reached the scene about 
20 minutes before Walker’ was 
rescued and prayed for her son 
to come across the fence to 
safety. 

Fire companies spread lifesaving 
nets beneath Walker. 

Walker had been sentenced to 
60 days in the city stockade for 
traffic violations, police records 
showed. He went into the stockade 
office around noon Wednesday 
seeking a shotgun to end his own 
life with, police said. Later he 
was taken to Grady for lacera- 
tions of his wrist and neck.

CHICAGO, Aug. 16—Georgia 
delegates’ stood defiantly here 
early Thursday against adop- 
tion of a Democratic civil rights 
plank they termed a cup of hem- 
lock for the South. 


Although some other Southern 
states yielded, Gov. Marvin Grif- 
fin emphatically had Georgia's 
32 convention votes lined up 
against the platform. 

In the early morning hours 
Georgia boos greeted speakers 
advocating adoption of a minority 
report urging a stronger plank. 
However, Gov. Griffin passed the 
word to the delegates “‘to tell the 
fellows to slow down on the boo- 
ing and sit tight.’’ 

VOICE VOTE 

Later, after the minority bid 
was turned back by a voice vote 
and the majority report passed, 
Georgia delegates made an ef- 
fort for recognition in order to 
cast their vote against the com- 
promise version. They failed in 
this attempt. 

Georgia sentiment for joining 
the Adlai Stevenson bandwagon 
for the presidential nomination 
Thursday night chilled as a re- 
sult of the civil rights plank. 


CONSIDER FAVORITE SON 


There was a distinct possibility 
that Georgia would withhold its 
votes from Stevenson and nomi- 
nate a favorite son, who could be 
either Griffin, Herman Talmadge 
or possibly Rep. James C. Davis

The 14 insurgents on the 108- 
member flatform committee 
tried and failed to have a roll 
call on their plank. 

They couldn’t get the neces- 
sary request from eight states. 

Rayburn didn’t help them try, 
either. 

He called for a voice vote on 
the substitute plank and prompt- 
ly decided the noes had it. 

A cry of protest arose from 
many supporters of the substi- 
tutes, and Rayburn took offense. 

“T’ve taken the ayes and noes 
many a time and I think I know 
which is louder,’”’ Rayburn snap- 
ped. 

After the vote was taken, plat- 
form Committee Chairman Mc- 
Cormack said: 

“T’m so happy at the sound 
action of the delegates. It means 
unity and victory in November.”

FATAL DISEASE 


The Rev. Mr. Duncan described 
a kidney attack last November 
that eventually led to the diag- 
nosis of leukemia, which invari- 
ably proves fatal in a_ period 
ranging from a few days to a 
few years. 

At the time of the attack the 
pastor’s wife was ill in a hospital. 

Nearly a year afterward, the 
Rev. Mr. Duncan takes stock of 
these events in his editorial. 

The pastor said he had won- 
dered if ‘death looked different 
now thet it came so near to me.” 
He also asked himself if he were 
“willing to rest my case upon 
the assurances I gave to others 
through the years.”’ 

SAME FAITH 


His personal verdict: 

*“‘After a thorough heart-search- 
ing I found that Lcould add noth- 
ing new for my own counsel. The 
Same assurances of God’s word 
which had met the needs of oth- 
ers is sufficient for me. The same 
Christ is my Comforter.” 

The Rev. Mr. Duncan said he 
is “under no illusions concerning 
the disease.’’ He said the ‘‘killer 
is still in my bloodstream” and 
“may start its rampage at any 
hour.’’ 

Meantime the pastor is continu- 
ing his work as editor of the Bap- 
tist publication. 

The Rev. Mr. Duncan is a na- 
tive of Crittenden County, Ky. He 
has served other pastorates at 
Marian, Ky., Timmonsville and 
Blackville, S.C., and Hot Springs, 
Ark. He became editor of The 
Arkansas Baptist Weekly nine 
years ago.

Civil Rights Plank 
Will Please Nobody 


The dreaded civil rights plank of the 
Democratic Party platform pleased no- 
body. After days of wrangling and very 
careful effort to come up with a stand 
with which the Southern wing could live, 
the platform committee turned out a cau- 
tious reaffirmation of the 1948 and 1952 
stands which were resisted bitterly by 
the South. 

The plank is a compromise between 
extremes. It carefully avoids outright ap- 
proval of the Supreme Court’s segrega- 
tion decisions while upholding the court’s 
exercise of its duties. Being a compro- 
mise; it will not please the extremist ele- 
ments of the North nor will it be accepted 
by many Southerners. 

However the plank had been written, 
it was bound to provoke a fight, consider- 
ing the many elements of political thought 
within the party and wide diversity of 
the American electorate. It is too mod- 
erate for the extremists of the North and 
too extreme for much of the South. 

Even though it will be unacceptable to 
many Southern delegates, it does not seem 
to be so severe as to cause the walkouts 
of former years—unless attempts to 
strengthen it are successful. The South 
has a better chance to win its battles 
within the party, as its leaders know. 

Considering: the facts of politics, 
everyone knows the issue could not be 
completely ignored. Candidates them- 
selves, under pressure from Republicans, 
cannot do so. But this plank, as well as the 
others, are statements on which to run. 

Candidates interpret platforms to suit 
themselves and follow the same procedure 
after election. This has been the record 
throughout our history and will be more 
true than ever this year. 

Georgia delegates at the convention 
could not approve the platform plank and 
represent majority opinion in the state. 

It is regrettable that the schism in the 
party again had to be bared to the nation. 
That, more than Harry Truman, will give 
aid and comfort to the Republicans. 

The civil rights issue seems to be a 
perpetual thorn with which we must live. 
This is not the last convention nor the last 
election in which it must be fought out all 
over again. While Southerners get very 
tired of being made the whipping boy, 
their best interests lie in fighting within 
the framework of the two-party system.

Bond Issue Agreement 


Sets Splendid Example 


Agreement by Atlanta and Fulton 
County government heads and school of- 
ficials on a joint bond issue is a commend- 
able step in city-county cooperation. It 
should assure success not only of the 
bond issue itself but of correlated devel- 
opments to meet city and county needs. 

Officials responsible for the agree- 
ment—first suggested by Mayor Wilkam 
B. Hartsfield—are due thanks from the 
Atlanta and Fulton communities. It dem- 
onstrates a splendid desire to work to- 
gether for the best interests of the citi- 
zens of the metropolitan area. 

There will be, of course, arguments 
about details. The proposed citizens’ com- 
mittee of 12 members, which should be 
appointed by all means, certainly should 
be able to iron out any points of differ- 
ence. There is no argument about the 
needs for the projects which the issues 
would finance. These capital improve- 
ments for both city and county are abso- 
lute musts. 

The projected improvements will en- 
able the two governments to provide the 
additional services which growth already 
has made mandatory and to make possible 
still further growth. 

' Timing of the bond issue, as suggested 
by Mayor Hartsfield, should be early in 
1957 after the political campaigns are out 
of the way. And a joint issue will elimi- 
nate the necessity of two referendums and 
natural resentment thereto. 

Now that this agreement has been 
reached, let us hope that it will usher in a 
new era of city-county cooperation. The 
citizens long since have grown bone-tired 
of the constant petty and unnecessary 
wrangling between the two governments.

Next week Gen. Nasser makes a state 
visit to Moscow. Out of it is expected to 
come a mutual assistance pact—probably 
a military alliance. This follows by only 
a few weeks the withdrawal of the last 
British troops from Suez with our in- 
sistance—the signal for Russia to begin 
moving to fill the power vacuum. 

The next anticipated step will be for 
Egypt and other Arab countries to na- 
tionalize pipelines and eventually the oil 
fields which contain two-thirds of the 
world’s known reserves and in which 
hundreds of millions of dollars in Amer- 
ican capital is invested. If Nasser succeeds 
in his grab, all other Western investments 
are subject to seizure. 

Secretary Dulles was quite surprised 
at Gen. Nasser’s reaction to his stupid 
handling of negotiations over aa Aswan 
Dam. As a result, the West stands to lose 
billions of dollars, Europe’s oil supplies 
and faces a permament threat to the 
jugular vein of world commerce. 

If Nasser and the Russians win out 
here—and there seems no alternative 
except war—Western prestige will hit a 
nose dive that is likely to continue in- 
definitely. Appeasement can bring on only 
more and more such aggressions every- 
where.

Piedmont’s beauty will be more and 
more appreciated as the years roll on. As 
much of it as possible should be preserved 
as it is now; a park and not just another 
parking lot.

The Jekyll Authority 
Is Leasing Lots Again 


Members of the Jekyll Island Author- 
ity have reported the resumption of 
efforts to lease lots on the island to 
individuals who would like a house in 
the beautiful state park. 

The natural conclusion to be drawn 
here is that the authority has decided not 
to sell the island. 

This should please the taxpayers for 
two reasons. First, Jekyll is capable of 
development into one of the world’s most 
attractive parks.

The Southeast has come into its own 
as cattle country. . 

The latest head count of the bovine 
population of the seven states of the 
area shows a cow, calf, bull and steer 
population of nearly 11,000,000.

Three Southeastern states, South 
Carolina, Mississippi and Georgia, led this 
increase in the order named.

CHICAGO—On the eve of the winner-take-all 
balloting—whether it be the first, second or third 
time around—the best judgment of how things 


stand at this swirling stage of the Democratic convention is this: 
Anything can happen and probably won’t. Without suggesting that the 
unexpected couldn’t occur, the shape of the delegate struggle precipi- 
tated by former President Truman’s stop-Stevenson semaphore can

Adlai Stevenson is the altogether 
probable nominee. 

Averell Harriman is the alto- 
gether improbable nominee.

Mrs. Greer is an 
artist with a 
gallery.

who makes jelly Mis 9 
a lifework. The € 
Greers, Elise 
and Herman, 
pick the berries 
from the hollows , 
and the ridges - 
and along the creek banks even as 
the Indians and the settlers did 
before hard roads took tourists to 
the Tarheel mountains, 

The Greers push out summer 
and winter to the berry patches. 
It’s the berries they get in the 
summer. In winter it’s easier to 
locate the naked bushes, huckle- 
berries for instance, dnd to mark 
the spot for a return in harvest 
season. 

Elise Greer has no toleration for 
store-bought jelling agents. She 
sticks to the slow boil to make 
jelly like grandma used to make. 

“How much do you make a 
year?”’ we asked. 

“Well, I can tell you how many 
jars I bought last year,’’ she said. 
“I bought 75 gross and used them

The picture of the convention un- 
folded to reveal an unusual human 
story—even for a political conven- 
tion—in the wake of former Pres- 
ident Harry S. Truman’s dramatic 
announcement for Gov.

She put it this way at a news 
conference she held the day after 
the former president had an- 
nounced for Gov. Harriman: 


“I’m old. Of course, Mr. Tru- 
man is much younger. But never- 
theless, I think we two are proba- 
bly the people who remember fur- 
ther back, perhaps. But just for 
that reason I think we must make 
a special effort to think of the 
future. 

“I’m glad that the Democratic 
Party is showing that it has many 
young people that are taking re- 
sponsibility, and I hope that this 
campaign will show that we have 
vigorous young men and women 
working for the Democratic Party 
and for Adlai Stevenson as ‘our 
leader.”’ 

Mr. Truman is, as a matter of 
fact, five months older than Mrs. 
Roosevelt—near enough so he

knew what she meant by her fe- 
proof.

Lead in Idaho 


BOISE, Idaho, Aug. 15 (#—For- 
mer Sen. Glen Taylor inched a 
handful of votes ahead late today 
in his battle to win Idaho’s Demo- 
cratic nomination for senator. 

In the closest race in state his- 
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tory, Taylor moved slowly ahead 
of a newcomer to Idaho politics, 
32-year-old Frank Church, a Boise 
lawyer. 

Unofficial returns from all but 
nine of the state’s 893 precincts put 
the former ‘‘singing cowboy sena- 
tor’’ ahead by 36 votes in a total 
count of some 75,000.

State Widens 
Milk Project 
For Children 


The Special Milk Program for 
children in Georgia will be ex- 
panded this year—and officials 


_hope no federal funds for milk 


will have to be returned as they 
have for the past two years. 


All non-profit schools will con- 
tinue to be eligible for the milk 
under the 1954 program author- 
ized by Congress. The program 
has been enlarged to include all 
non-profit nursery schools, child 
care centers, settlement houses, 
summer camps and similar non- 
profit institutions devoted to the 
care and training of children. 


Children in 1,035 Georgia schools 
consumed 18,721,130 half pints of 
milk under the program in the 
1955-56 school year. 


But Miss Eleanor Pryor, state 
supervisor of the School Lunch 
Program, said Georgia and other 
states ‘Shave not been taking full 
advantage of the Special Milk 
Program.”’ 


Miss Pryor said Georgia will 
send back to Washington $645,952 
of the $1,330,000 allotted to the 
state last year. In 1954-55, the 
state had to return $1,374,425 of 
its $1,754,943 quota. 

*‘Let’s use all our money this 
year,”’ she said. 


The special program does not 
inciude the first half pint of milk 
served to the child with his lunch 
under the regular National School 
Lunch Program. But if he drinks 
a second or third half-pint during 
the school day, the program pro- 
vides up to four cents per half 
pint. For all other child care in- 
stitutions, up to three cents per 
half pint will be paid.

CIVIC CRITICS 

At least one civic group had 
criticized plans of the county 
commission to hold a 10-million- 
dollar bond issue this November 
because it would not include | 
funds for street and highway im- 
provements within the city. 

The government heads and 
school officials agreed during the 
meeting that a cooperative bond 
issue would best suit the area’s 
improvement needs. They also 
agreed the items to be included 
in the issue should be established | 
by a citizens’ committee repre-| 
senting all four governmental 
agencies invalved. 

The mayor presented a resolu- 
tion asking the committee include 
12 members, six eath appointed 
by the city and county. County 
Commissioner Archie Lindsey 
proposed, however, that the body 
include two representatives each 
for the two school systems and 
four each from the city and 
county. 


$100,000,000 SEEN 
Commission Chairman James 
H. Aldredge said the commission 
would decide in the next few days 
on the size and makeup of the 
committee it favors. 
Commissioner Lindsey estimat- 
ed the giant bond issue covering 
needs of both the city and county 
governments and school systems 
might run as high as $100,000,000. 
Although four governmental 
agencies are involved, citizens 
would vote only twice in the joint 
election. Atlanta residents would 
vote on county bonds and on a 
‘*package’’ issue for the city gov- 
ernment and city schools. Fulton 
residents outside Atlanta would 
vote on county bonds and on 
county school bonds. +

“We have to keep on the good side of the grand jury,”’ he 
said with a humorous lift of his lips. ‘‘They come out here and 
look us over every time as, of course, they inspect every phase 
of county operation. When they get through we like to give ‘em 
this little barbecue. They say,’’ he added, grinning more widely, 
“that the way to a man’s heart is through his stomach.”

Perhaps one will not be forgotten, for it is recorded that 
Tom Greenwade is the scout who signed him. Old Tom, as 
rural as a team of mules and a singletree, came across Mantle 
playing shortstop for a team in Baxter Springs, Kan., just 
across the state line from Commerce. 

He was not Mantle’s discoverer. It seems a fellow named 
Barney Barnett had called the attention of several clubs to the kid 
from Commerce. None, however, paid close attention, except 
Greenwade. 

Here again the picture is fuzzy. Greenwade was not the first 
member of the Yankee family that ever saw Mantle. One day 
the season before Mantle had worked out with the Yankee farm 
club at Joplin, Mo., where the manager was Johnny Sturm, He 
was a one-term first baseman who had played the 1942 season 
with the Yankees, mostly because there were no other first base- 
men available. 

Sturm was clever with the glove, but he did not hit, and 
after the World Series that fall he never played again in 
the majors. 

At any rate, Sturm watched Mantle work out and told him 
to come back next year. Some say that he almost blew the 
Yankees’ chances of ever nailing down the kid when he sent him 
home without a positive commitment. However, in his ethical 
behalf, Sturm was aware that Mantle did not have his high ’school 
diploma yet.

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GEORGIA BUSINESS 
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Some Are Left Out 
But Picture Is Ros 


By JIM MONTGOMERY 
“Is the picture really that rosy?” a reader asked in reference 
to recent stories on Georgia business activity. 
“What about those fellows I see cashing their unemployment 
compensation checks to try to keep enough food in the family 


larder? 


“And how about the farmers, using whatever cash income 


they can lay their hands on t 


0 pay off mortgages which were 


both extended and increased during tough crop years?”’ 
True, an over-all “rosy picture’ doesn’t mean that everyone 


is sharing equally in the results. 


It does mean, however, that the swiftly rising economy of 
Georgia and other Southern states is bringing more work, higher 
wages and a better standard of living to most. 

The latest report showed a record level of statewide em- 


ployment for the month of June. 


What’s more, those few so unfortunate as to be unemployed 


through no fault of their own 
employment compensation for 


can manage to scrape by on un- 
a while—a far cry from the wide- 


spread joblessness and helplessness of depression years. 

And Georgia's farmers—though still shouldering a big mort- 
gage debt—did manage to boost their cash income over the 1955 
level in the first five months of this year. 

Now, one of the most respected barometers used to measure 
the tempo of the economy shows that Georgia business activity is 
proceeding at a pace well ahead of last year. 

July debits (checking account withdrawals) at reporting 
banks across the state were 9 per cent higher than a year ago. 

The Federal Reserve Bank of Atlanta said Wednesday this 


brought Georgia debits for the first seven months of this year 


to a level 8 per cent over the same 1955 period. 
Of 13 major trading centers in the state, only Augusta—where 
debits were off less than 1 per cent—failed to top last year’s mark. 
Gains ranging up to 38 per cent were reported for Elberton, 


Brunswick, Gainesville and others. 


The dollar volume of debits recorded in Georgia last month 
($2,146,740,000) topped the July, 1955, figure by more than 179 
millon dollars, atd was second only to Florida’s $2,170,831,000 in 


the Sixth Federal Reserve District.
